PARIS, Oct. 15 (AP)—The in- 
terim Palestine mediator told the 
United Nations today the “time 
is ripe for a settlement” in the 
Holy Land and he believes both 
sides would accept a reasonable 
U.N. proposal for peace. 

“On both sides there is a desire 
and a need for peace,” Dr. Ralph 
Bunche told the 58-nation Polit- 
ical Committee of the U.N. General 
Assembly. 

Bunche declared the state of 
Israel was “a going concern from 
the day of its birth, and could not 
be destroyed by any means other 
than force of sufficient strength 
to completely crush the Jews in 
Palestine.” 

He said Israel has been “a vi- 
brant reality” since its creation 
May 15. 

He listed nine points as funda- 
mental issues for the U.N. Assem- 
bly: 

A permanent peage in Pales- 
tine; the Jewish state; the boun- 
daries of stich a state; the future 


guarantees of boundaries; the 
Arab area of Palestine; guaran- 
tees of the rights of all Pales- 
tinians; repatriation and resettle- 
ment of Arab refugees: the ma- 
chinery of U.N. intervention. 
Cites “Desire for Peace.” 

“Despite the gulf which divides 
the antagonists, there is a desire 
for peace on both sides,” Bunche 
said. This desire, he added, was 
spurred by the fact that “war is 
a costly business and retards the 
normal growth of both communi- 
ties.” 

Bunche, an American Negro, 
said the General Assembly must 
set forth its views on funda- 
mental questions concerning Pal-

The prisoners were led to two 
gallows, where United States 
Army personnel carried out the 
executions. American jet-propelled 
Planes from nearby American 
bases roared overhead as the men 
went to their deaths for killing 
American flyers. 

Fritz Girke, a former major of 
Hitler’s storm troops and Gestapo 
chief at Bensheim who was re- 
sponsible for the deaths of sev- 
eral American flyers who para- 
chuted in his area during the 
War, screamed “murderers” fre- 
Peatedly as he was taken to the 
gallows. 

He shouted from the gallows 
platform, as the noose was ad- 
justed, that his final petition for 
clemency had not been acted on. 

“I did my duty as a German 
soldier when I killed American 
terror flyers who murdered Ger- 
man women and children,” he 
cried. 

Jan Akkerman, former mayor 
ot Borkum island off the north 
coast of Germany, who was ex- 
ecuted fér inciting his townspeo- 
ple to attack seven American fly- 
ers, died shouting that his execu- 
tion was an act of revenge by the 
victorious Americans. 

August Ginschel, 26-year-old for- 
mer inmate of Flossenburg, who 
became executioner there, calmly 
proclaimed nis innocence, asked 
that greetings be given his family. 
He died quietly. 

Cornelius Schwanner, 56, a form- 
er SS. sergeant who beat prison- 
ers to death at Flossenburg, and 
August Mohr, a former German 
army private, also were executed 
for atrocities at the infamous 
camp.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
Bonuses and other benefits for 
World War II veterans will be 


put up to the voters of 12 states 
at the Nov. 2 election. 

The cost to taxpayers, if all are 
approved, may total one billion 
dollars. 

This would be in addition to 
$1,529,000,000 in bonuses already 
voted by nine states—Connecticut, 
Iilinois, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
New Hampshire, New York, Ohio, 
Rhode Island and Vermont—and 
benefits paid by Alaska and Ha- 
waii. 

Three other states have taken 
incomplete steps ot set up bonus 
payments. 

North Dakota, in a referendum 
last June, authorized the 1949 
Legislature to pas a $27,000,000 
bonus bill, 

In Pennsylvania, a $500,000,000 
bond issue for bonuses has been 
approved by one session of the 
legislature. Approval by the 1949 
session would put it before the 
voters as a referendum in Novem- 
ber 1949. 

Louisiana will ballot on a con- 
stitutional amendment next month 
to: authorize a $60,000,000 bond 
issue to finance bonuses ranging 
from $50 to $250. The legislature 
already has given its approval. 
Louisianians will also vote on a 
second amendment dealing with 
veterans’ homestead exemptions.

“There are fashions in sedition 
laws as in everything else. The 
draftsmen of 17988 went for a 
model to the English seditious 
libel prosecutions just ahead of 
their day, and imported into their 
statute phrases like ‘intent to 
bring the government into con- 
tempt or disrepute.’ 

“The draftsmen of 1940 likewise 
found their model in the sedition 
laws just ahead of them, which 
happened to be the New York 
Anarchy Act and the Criminal) 
Syndicalism Acts. Aside from 
greater severity of sentences, the 
only big change during the inter- 
vening hundred odd years is in 
phraseology. 

“Instead of saying ‘to excite 
against the government the hatred 
of the good people of the United 
States,’ sedition laws now say, ‘to 
the overthrow of the 
government by force or violence.’ 
Yet the new words work out in 
much the same way as the old 
words. 


Ultimate Interpretation. 

“This book has shown again and 
again, ad nauseam, that ‘advocate 
force and violence’ can be stretched 
in practice to imprison people who 
do not resemble at all the desper- 
ate revolutionists of whom one 
naturally thinks on reading these 
words for the first time. 

“Courts and juries will find that 
the overthrow of the government 
by force is necessarily involved in 
the expression of many ideas that 
are essential to a fruitful discus- 
sion of public affairs. The utter- 
ances for which (defendants tried 
under similar statutes) were al! 
convicted, came to be regarded as 
merely intemperate political and 
economic controversy. 

“Section 2 of the 1940 Act has 
exactiy the same possibilities of 
unexpectedly wide application. Can 
we rely on the present adminis- 
jtration to construe it narrowly 
and use it only against really dan- 
‘gerous men? The truth is that 
the precise language of a sedition 
‘law is like the inscription on a 
sword. What matters is the exist- 
ence of the weapon. 

“Once the sword is placed im the 
hands of the people in power, then. 
_ whatever it says, they will be able 
to reach and slash at almost any 
unpopular person who is speaking

LEE BAKER'S CITY J0B 
S ORDERED CONTINUED 


Merit Board Tells Park Divi- 
sion to Fit Tasks to His 
Physical Ability. 


As an expression of “continuing 
Public gratitude,” the employment 
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of Louis Lee Baker, Negro watch- 
man at Turner city playground, 
was ordered continued yesterday 
by the Civil Service Commission. 

Baker, the state’s chief witness 
in the bombing charge against 
hoodlum Isadore Londe in 1938, 
was shot twice through the head 
and left for dead in an abandoned 
St. Louis county roadhouse in an 
attempt to prevent his testifying 


in the case. 

He gained public acclaim when, 
despite the attempt on his life, he 
appeared at lLonde’s trial and 
gave testimony that helped con- 
vict him. 


Baker, who crawled three miles 
through underbush for aid after 
he was shot, spent a long period 
in the hospital. The wounds left 
him with severe physical disabil- 
ities. Former Mayor Bernard F. 
Dickmann gave Baker a “lifetime 
job” with the city “in recognition 
of his public service. 

Two months ago, Baker was 
fired as a watchman in the Park

Division. He appealed to the Civil 
Service Commission, which heard 
his case yesterday. The evidence 
was against him. It showed he 
was incapable of the requirements 
of the job.

Says Vinson Affair Shows 
President Is Bossed by Big 
Business, Militarists. 


MILWAUKEE, Oct. 15 (AP) — 
Henry Wallace said last night 
President Truman is a “prisoner” 
of big business and militarists 
who “clamped down” and stopped 
his plan to send Chief Justice 
Fred Vinson to Moscow. 

Truman was about three miles 
away speaking at the Milwaukee 


ball park as Wallace heaped de- 
risive words on him in 
speeches. 


In a radio speech the third 
party candidate for President took 
credit for causing Truman's plan 
to send Vinson to talk with Rus- 
sians. 


Wallace said he demanded the 
resumption of negotiations two 
weeks ago, the people took up the 
demand, and the President “was 
forced” to make the Vinson as- 
signment. 

“But again,” Wallace said, “just 
@s on every previous occasion, 
the real masters of our policy 
clamped down and stopped Mr. 
Truman’s move. 

“Timid and incapable, he could 
do nothing but obey the men who 
hold him prisoner. The big brass 
and the big gold hold Mr. Truman 
prisoner. They have a puppet in 
Mr. Dewey.” 

Wallace said the American peo- 
ple are “nether prisoners nor pup- 
pets.” He called on the people to 
demand that the United States re- 
sume direct negotiations with 
Russia in the German crisis. 

He said “there is nothing inev- 
fitable about war,” and “peace is 
within our grasp if we stand up 
and fight for it against the forces 
of greed.”

It did not overwork my imagination, 
er for that matter the imagination of 
any fairly enlightened citizen, to picture 
the Hon. Robert R. McCormick and the 
Hon. Jesse Jones as soul mates of Gov- 
ernor Dewey, but by no stretch of the 
imagination can I see a supposedly lib- 
eral paper suddenly aligning itself with 
the very policies it has pledged to fight. 

In your editorial of Oct. 12 you say 
you do not agree with Mr. Dewey on 
such matters as public health, federal 
aid to education, development of natural 
resources, inflation controls, public hous- 
ing, the protection of tidelands oil, and 
the development of the Missouri Valley. 
Yet, in spite of these factors, you choose 
to support him for the presidency. 


This is a strange statement of princi- 
ple indeed, rather an ambiguous one at 
at that, for not even two and a half col- 
umns of editorializing could clarify a 
situation such as this. What you seem 
to be saying is that you do not believe 
in what Mr. Dewey stands for, but that 
you feel he will be able to execute his 
principles with a firm hand and hold 
the government in rein while he and 
his party pursue a policy which you 
yourself have called one of reaction and 
regression time and time again. 

Because the cause of liberalism is dis- 
united, you seem to feel that its princi- 
ples are no longer worth fighting for. 
Granted that Truman’s actions do not 
give a hint of anything but a most cau- 
tious “liberalism”s and that it is im- 
‘possible for you to support a third party, 
that is no reason to discard in toto the 
achievements of the New Deal. At this 
time our energy should be directed 
toward strengthening and preserving 
what is good and valuable in those 
achievements and in improving and ex- 
tending them. 

It is true that Mr. Dewey’s rec- 
erd indicates that he is a compe- 
tent executive and that he has a few 
ideas which are not looked upon too 
favorably by Old Guard Republicans. 
Out of this stuff are political myths 
made; a shrewd head for politics and a 
not-very-well-concealed obsession to oc- 
cupy the executive mansion may have 
had something to do with this. 

Though I am nominally a Progressive, 
I am not blind enough to believe that 
Wallace will be elected or that the coun- 
try will go to pot if he is not. However, 
one of the reasons I became a Progres- 
sive is that I feel very strongly that 
something needs to be done to strengthen 
and centralize the liberal movement in 
this country. Therefore, I emphatically 
disagree with your new platform, which 
geems to sacrifice the principles of 
F. D, R.—and the Democratic party it- 
self, which we hope will again become 
the liberal party—to the support of a 
supposedly strong man with weak prin- 
ciples. 

Since you have indicated that you con- 
sider neither party in itself capable of 
clearing up the generally chaotic condi- 
tion of our government, why was it 
necessary to come out in support of 
either of the candidates? 

You have been wrong before and 
I sincerely hope that you are wrong 
again, but if Mr. Dewey and his reac- 
tionary bedfellows are elected in Novem- 
ber your editorial department is going 
to have its job mapped out for four 
years or more to come, trying to find 
an unmeRepublican solution to the press- 
ing problems of local, national, and in- 
ternational affairs which are sure to 
arise.

For Douglas, Not Brooks 


Just 90 years ago, Abraham Lincoln and 
Stephen A. Douglas were engaged in their great 
series of seven debates in Illinois on the issue 
of slavery. It was a historic venture in the 
political education of the Americah people. 

Illinois might have been the scene of another 
such series of debates between another pair of 
senatorial contestants this year. Reversing 1858, 
Paul H. Douglas, the Democratic nominee, in- 
vited Senator C. Wayland Brooks, Republican, to 
debate the issues of 1948 in a series of joint ap- 
pearances, Brooks answered with a curt No. 


The fact is, of course, that a series of joint 
debates would have been very embarrassing 
to Senator Brooks. He would have had to an- 
swer questions as to his own record. He could 
not have gotten by with blasting the New Deal 
reforms and claiming credit for rural electrifi- 
cation, for example, all in the same breath. 


Before Pearl Harbor, Brooks lined up with the 
Chicago Tribune against lend-lease, against aid- 
ing the democratic countries which were certain 
to be our allies in a war with Hitler, against 
building up a strong defense of our own. He 
was quiet during most of the war, but did not 
wait for V-J day to show his opposition to a 
strong United Nations organization. He was 
one of the 17 last-ditch Senators who voted 
against the European recovery program, last 
March. He has held back against an adequate 
security program in the postwar world. 


In short, Senator Brooks is opposed to the bi- 
partisan foreign and national defense policies. 
If Senator Vandenberg had been forced to de- 
pend on Republicans like “Curly” Brooks there 
would be ‘no Marshall plan at work. Europe 
would not now be enjoying American aid to- 
ward making the war-torn countries self-sus- 
taining and thus able to cope with Communism.

Paul Douglas in the Senate would, on the 
other hand, strengthen the bipartisan program. 
Douglas is opposed to appeasement of any and 
all dictators. He recognizes Berlin as the new 
Czechoslovakia. He stands squarely against 
withdrawing from the former German capital, 
from Vienna, Western Germany or any other 
place to which we are committed. He wants 
the United States to assume its clear responsi- 
bility in world affairs. 


Just as Paul Douglas looks ahead on foreign 
policy, so does he look forward on issues gen- 
erally. We differ on the Taft-Hartley Act, but 
in the main Mr. Douglas is fighting for the 
things thg Post-Dispatch believes in. For ex- 
ample, this trained economist is making war on 
monopoly in almost every speech. 


There is no defeatism in Mr. Douglas with 
respect to inflation. The size and difficulty of 
the problem only convince him the more that it 
must be faced and solved. He calls for regulat- 
ing the amount of money and credit and for 
control of prices charged by the great monopo- 
lies. If these controls are set up, he believes it 
will be unnecessary to regulate the price of 
goods produced under genuinely competitive 
conditions. In any case, Paul Douglas would not 
sit in the Senate, as Brooks as done, and watch 
the cost of living go up 30 per cent in two years 
and do nothing about it.

Federal public housing, slum clearance, recip- 
rocal trade, soil conservation, development of 
the great river valleys—on all these and other 
issues which could be listed, Paul Douglas is 
with the public interest.

Housing’ Questions for Gov. Dewey 

Gov. Dewey, as the odds-on favorite to be 
the next President, has it within his power 
to aid in passing the $16,000,000 slum clear- 
ance bond issue in St. Louis. He can do this by 


«giving stronger, moré explicit assurance than 


he has yet done that federal funds will be 
available to help subsidize low-cost housing 
to replace the slums. 

In his speech at the Alfred E. Smith hous- 
ing project in New York City last Friday, Gov. 
Dewey showed that he understands clearly the 
importance of abolishing the social menace of 
slums. He said: 


We will not be satisfied until the curse 
of slums is lifted from every American 
family and every American child. 


Then he added: “The Federal Government 
must stand ready to lend a hand to the states 
to encourage programs of community improve- 
ment and development. When federal aid is 
required to get action, then that aid must be 
provided—on a realistic practical basis.” 


Mayor Kaufmann, James L. Ford and other 
leaders in the slum clearance drive take this 
to mean that Mr. Dewey, as President, can 
be relied upon to support federal subsidies for 
low-cost housing. 

The Governor’s language, nevertheless, is gen- 
eral. He should make it more direct and spe- 
cific. For example: 

Will Mr. Dewey, as President, favor a suit- 
able increase in the authorization for the Fed- 
eral Government to underwrite low-cost housing 
bonds? 

Will Mr. Dewey, as President, favor enlarging 
the federal appropriation to aid local govern- 
ments in subsidizing the difference between 
the “economic” rent on low-cost housing and 
the rent which low-income families can pay? 


If state governments show an unwillingness 
to participate in low-cost housing projects, as 
the Legislature of Missouri has been inclined to 
do, will Mr. Dewey be in favor of by-passing 
the states and providing for direct co-operation 
in slum clearance between the Federal Govern- 
ment and local governments? 

These are fair questions, and questions to 
which the public is entitled to have answers. 
Mr. Dewey should tell where he stands. 


Neither Mr. Dewey nor anyone else needs 
to elaborate his stand in order to assure the 
families living in the proposed slum clearance 
area here that their homes will not be razed 
until other suitable housing within their means 
is available. That assurance has been given 
by Mayor Kaufmann, the slum clearance com- 
mittee and, implicitly, by the community as a 
whole. 

Only the Communists and other groups in- 
terested in political exploitation insinuate the 
contrary. 5 

Yet a clear, constructive answer by Gov. 
Dewey to the questions we have asked would 
further stress the positive character of the 
slum clearance campaign and help win the elec- 
tion. He owes these answers, we think, to St. 
Louis and the nation.

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A Fascinating Show 

One of the broadcasting networks recently an- 
nounced the purchase of a Hollywood movie lot 
—the lot on which the first talkies were pro- 
duced. The implication leaps at even the reader 
who runs: Will video—strange word —do to the 
films what the talkies did to the old silent 
movies? 

Most of us remember the speed with which 
the talkies wiped out the art of photographed 
pantomime in the late twenties. A few musicals 
like “Rio Rita” and the old moving pictures 
were as dead as yesterday’s newspaper.

I was inducted th March 1946 and spent 
two years in the infantry—one as an en- 
listed man in the United States, one as 
an officer in the occupation of Japan. 
I came up with a viewpoint that may 
interest the men who are facing the peace- 
time draft today. 


The fight lies primarily with the indi- 
vidual draftee. It begins the day he is 
asked to consider the prospect of dropping 
his name into Gen. Hershey’s grab bag. 
It is half won when instead of throwing 
his hands up and saying, “When you gotta 
go, y’gotta go,” he sits down and Seriously 
considers the prospect. 

I believe that after this serious thought 
he will arrive at one of the two answers 
to the draft which I consider those of 
responsible men. I believe that if he 
steadfastly follows either one of these an- 
swers, he will come out with strengthened 
character and clear conscience. The two 
answers are these: 

One, of the man who says: “I cannot 
with a clear conscience become a member 
of an organization whose purpose is the 
resolution of international disagreements 
by force, either by direct application in 
war or by deterring or influencing other 
nations by the display of armed force. 
I cannot with a clear conscience get into 
a position where I shall either be asked 
to kill h nm beings or where my ability 
o contribute to a war effort is 
used as a force in internationa) relations.” 


Unwelcome, But a Duty 


Two, of the man who says: “I do not 
like war or killing but I am convinced that 
in the absence’ of an international law 
backed by force, national power is an 
inevitable necessity if national institutions 
are to be preserved. As a last resort I 
am willing to fight and kill to preserve 
them. As a citizen of a democracy I am 
willing to abide by the decision of the 
congressional majority as to how much 
armed force is éssential to national se- 
curity.” 

I know little about the consequences of 
the first answer, other than that it is 
not an easy course. I know that in its 
idealism and principle it is admirable, 
though I cannot accept it personally. 


I know the consequences of the second 
answer because it was the answer I tried 
to stick to. Where I stuck to that choice 
successfully, I was active, happy, learning 
a lot. Where I failed, became discouraged 
and tended to “drift” with the crowd, I 
was active, mentally stagnating and 
discontented. 

I started out in the long lines of shiver- 
ing, griping inductees, waiting intermina- 
bly for shots, tests, clothes, equipment. 
Within a week I felt more like an eight- 


indiscriminate, stupid monster with no use 
for capable individuals and get resigned 
to being shoved around for the rest of my 
career? I thought it over. 


further with a sudden flash of revelation, 
“just what can you do of use to the Army? 
You have a smattering of language study 
—a general background in the humanities. 
What good is that to a military organiza- 
tion? The infantry is the obvious place 
for you.” 


Clearly, it was the man who already had 
a specialty or who showed a strong interest 
or capability in a certain field who got 
the special jobs. Clearly, the Army could 
no more afford to try out each man in 
his dream job than Henry Ford could 
afford to give his River Rouge janitors a 
spot in the front office. 


Became a Person Again 


After eight weeks of training, I ex- 
pressed my interest in Officer Candidate 
School. Immediately upon my demonstrat- 
ing interest, the Army took interest in me. 
I had interviews with my various unit 
commanders, took tests, and talked to a 
board of field-grade officers who made me 
feel like a person instead of a rifle rack. 
I became a prospective officer candidate. 
I was reborn as an individual. I was 
given responsibilities and privileges. 


My superiors took the trouble to give me 
advice rather than waiting until I did 
something wrong and then chewing me 
out. My interest had apparently changed 
the Army’s whole attitude toward me. 


I began to see where I was being of 
service. I was finding a place where i 
could feel I had a purpoge and a con- 
tribution to make to the nation’s security. 
I was beginning to understand why the 
Army had to function as it did. I was 
learning a specialty—troop leadership. It 
became increasingly apparent to me that, 
much as in civilian life, it was the man 
who had a special skill or ability—and 
demonstrated it—who found the right spot 
for himself and who was well adjusted 
and happy. 


Is Apathy Quite Loyal? 


The idea that the best “deal” is the 
one where you can get away with doing 
virtually nothing is an illusion. But it is 
an illusion so prevalent in the peacetime 
Army that it is a constant threat to any 
higher principle with which you, as an 
individual, may enter the Army.

Between Book Ends 


A Cleft Novel 


THE CLEFT ROCK, by Alice Tisdale Hobart. 
Bobbs-Merrili Co., Indianapolis, $3.00.) 
Here’s one best seller that doesn’t follow 

the currently popular recipe of sex, abnor- 

mality, suspense, and titillation. Solid, re- 
spectable, with its central theme involving 
property, Alice Tisdale Hobart’s “The Cleft 

Rock” might be called Victorian. 


Whether it can be called a novel is more 
questionable. It is nearly a novel, or 
nearly two, but it is hardly a unified or 
forceful entity. 

The story begins with Edward Dodd, son 
of a wealthy Californian family, repre- 
senative of the American State Department 
in Manchuria, living with a White Russian 
girl, Katya. Called home by his father, a 

domineering tyrant, 
Edward merries the 
girl and returns to 
America with her 
only to find that his 
family refuses to ac- 
cept her. Finally his 
parents succeed in 
separating them. 
Katya, bearing in 
solitude her child by 
Edward, is willed a 
piece of land in the 
fertile valley by Ed- 
ward’s grandmother. 
The struggle of the 
: . White Russians to 
Alice Tisdale Hobart beep thle faad for ' 
Katya’s son, Peter, and the attempt of 
the forces of monopoly and greed, often 
represented by Peter’s father, Edward, to 
wrest it from them forms the core of the 
novel. 


As a novel, however, the story never 
quite jells. The characters in part [I, 
“The Family,” and part III, “Land and 
Water,” are either nebulous or grotesque. 
Edward, particularly, is weak beyond cre- 
dulity, giving up the woman he professed 
to love without a murmur or a care for 
her welfare. The characters in the cen- 
tral section, “The Valley,” are stronger. 
The White Russians, Katya, Peter, Mishka, 
Daria and the rest, in their fight to hold 
their land, become human for the reader 
and gain his sympathy. 

But, finally, the book fails to hold to- 
gether as a unit. Whether weakness of 
characterization is to blame or whether 
Miss Hobart, like so many other authors 
today, lets her theme, the necessity for 
fair and democratic distribution of water 
in the valley, get the best of her and 
overpower her story, the reader may de- 
cide. It is, however, clearly apparent that, 
from the point of view of the structure 
of a novel, Miss Hobart has started too 
soon and ended too late. The middle 200 
pages of “The Cleft Rock” would have 
made a better novel. “The Cleft Rock” is, 
as Carey McWilliams has said, a cleft

A great deal has been written 
about the clockwork skill and the 
aplit-second timing with which 
this campaign is being run.

Unknown Beneficiaries to Be 
Those Sharing Her Disease 
and Spinsterhood. 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 15 (AP)—A 
spinster’s $10,000 estate, earned by 
working at three jobs a day, will 
be spent to help women she never 
knew who suffer from cancer. 

The will of Miss Engeline Krist, 
56 years old, was on file in probate 
court today. It provided that the | 


Cleveland Clinic Foundation use 
her savings of more than $10,000 
to provide a bed and nursing; and 
medical care for spinsters yet un- 
known from a cancerous disease 
and unable to pay for treatment. 

Miss Krist wrote the will two 
days before she died Sept. 30. She 
died of cancer of the breast, dis- 
covered about a year ago, too late 
for an operation. At Cleveland 
clinic she agreed to undergo ex- 
perimental treatment, her doctor 
said, and in return got medicine 
and care free. 

At the house where she roomed 
in nearby Avon, she left a friend 
two suitcases containing all her 
persenal belongings. She owned 
only a few inexpensive dresses 
and had little use for worldly 
goods, 

She came here as a child from 
Albania, and her chief concern 
in life, those who knew her said, 
appeared to be for future’ secur- 
ity. 

To achieve that security she 
worked at three jobs: by day as 
a waitress, in early evening as a 
baby-sitter or at other housework, 
and from 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. as an 
inspector for the Industrial Rayon 
Corp.

NEW YORK, Oct. 15. 


HEN I was a boy on Oconomowoc Lake in 
Wisconsin, we had sailboat races every Sun- 
day. At the end of the season silver cups were 

distributed to those sailors who had picked up 

the most points by 
placing well up 
there in the most 
races during the 
summer. While a 
full season of sail- 
ing competition isa 
reasonably accurate 
system for picking 
out the best sailors 
on the lake, it has 
an unfair tendency 
to favor the man 
with the best boat 
or, at any rate, the 
newest boat. 
i # Consequently # 
was the custom 
BING CROSBY every year to have 
one race which was known as the seamanship 
race. The numbers of all the boats were placed 
in a hat and you drew whatever fate decreed, 
sometimes the boat you wished you had all sea- 
son, sometimes the worst tub on the lake, (If 
you picked your own boat, you had to draw 


again.) 
* * * 


IN THIS RACE, seamanship counted above 
everything else. You didn’t know the boat under 
you as well as your own—neither its crotchets 
nor its special skills—and neither did any one 
else. If you finished twelfth, when in the regu- 
lar season you normally finished third, it was 
suspected that your boat was the chief factor in 
your success and your sailing skill was neg- 
ligible. Sailors who finished first monotonously 
in the regular season sometimes finished last in 
the seamanship race, which afforded great satis- 
faction to the sailor who regularly occupied that 
position himself.

WELL, I THINK it would be a fine idea to 
have a seamanship race in radio, too. Fine for 
the artists, fine for the customers. I don’t 
expect to get anywhere with this suggestion but 
it’s stimulating to think about. Suppose, at the 
end of every season, the names of all the better 
entertainers in radio were placed in a hat and 
there was a drawing. Bing Crosby, let’s say, 
would draw “Duffy’s Tavern.” :

This would be a refreshing ex- 
perience not only for Miss Duffy, Finnegan and 
Eddie Green, but would open new vistas to Mr.

WELL, YOU CAN think up your own changes 
from there on. As I remarked earlier, there 
isn’t much prospect of a seamanship race in 
radio but it’s the only way I can think of to 
break down the enormous reluctance of radio 
entertainers to tamper in any way with what 
has proved to be a successful formula. Changing 
formats is enormously risky. Bob Hope tried it 
this year with conpicuous courage but not con- 
spicuous success (though the show is improv- 
ing). But suppose Hope had an annual oppor- 
tunity to try something different, say straight 
comedy-drama as he does so successfully in the 
movies. It might be so successful that Hope, 
his sponsor and his audience would all be eager 
to put the thing on a permanent basis. And if it 
wasn't, no harm would be done. 

And even if drastic changes weren't made, a 
geamanship race would provide a_ healthful 
mental jolt to the artists, the writers and the 
ad agencies. Seeing how the other half lives 
would certainly stimulate a few ideas in every

HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS of families are handicapped, 
sometimes ruined, by an alcoholic member. There are many 
reasons why a man or woman may become a chronic drinker, 
and it is not possible to tell Mrs. G. or anybody else, what she 
can say to make him stop. But it is fairly easy to tell her what 
she can say to make him continue drinking. All she needs to do 
is to keep on upbraiding him, telling him how unworthy his 
conduct is, and reminding him that he is ruining the family. 
x: = 
IF SHE TELLS HIM such things, she is not telling him 
anything new. He already knows that—knows it all too well! 
It’s the only thing he does know, one might say. He dvesn’t 
know why he is ruining the family, or how to stop ruining the 
family. All he knows is that he is ruining the family. The 


feelings of guilt and remorse over this are unbearable, so he 


drinks in order to forget them! 

This is making the picture too simple, of course; but in 
principle it is true of a large proportion of chronic drinkers. 
They are ‘trying to escape feelings inferiority, inadequacy, 
guilt, and failure. When relatives keep increasing such feelings, 
by their denunciations and pleadings, they are taking the most 
effective way to insure that the victim will drink more and 
more. 

I’m sorry I can’t offer any quick and easy alternative, 
Mrs. G. There is none. Alcoholics Anonymous help many. Look 
up their address in the telephone book and give them a trial.

J race to MGM studio on an 

emergency call to make an 
added scene for “Words and Mu- 
sic” and immediately ran head-on 
into a problem created by her 
enforced rest cure. 

This movie was finished almost 
six months ago, at a time when 
she was on the verge of a nervous 
collapse and much underweight. 
Meanwhile, audience reaction

IRREGULARITIES 
S pointed out in the last few 
A artictes it is easy for two 
strangers who are used to dif- 
ferent scoring systems in gin-to 
Play together. 

They simply agree on the bo- 
nuses for undercuts, gin, boxes, 
skunks and games; when a hand 
terminates other than by a knock; 
whether the dealer gives his op- 
ponent eleven cards or turns up 
the twenty-first card, etc. 

When it comes to procedure 
in case of irregularities they have 
a far more difficult time. In the 
first place it is practically impos- 
sible to discuss al] irregularities 
in a few minutes. I have been 
studying them for years and still 
new ones crop up continually. 

It would be nice if all irregu- 
larities could be adjudicated in 
a manner that is fair to both 
players. Unfortunately this can 
not be done. In my book “Gin 
Rummy” I have attempted to pro- 
vide a code of penalties for irregu- 
larities which will give the guilt- 
less player full protection, and at 
the same time will hurt the guilty 
player as little as possible. 

To start with let us consider 
the fairly frequent case when one 
player holds a correct hand and 
his opponent has the wrong num- 
ber of cards. 

If the player with the wrong 
number of cards discovers it be- 
fore he has completed his first 
play there is no real reason for 
any penalty at all. Obviously, the 
error occurred in the deal and the 
correct rule is easy. The hand 
is called off. 

If both players have an incor- 
rect number of cards and that 
is discovered at any time the 
correct rule is easy also. It is a 
misdeal.

PARIS, Thursday. 
HE fact that President Tru- 
man thought of asking Chief 
Justice Fred M. Vinson to go 
and have a talk with Marshal 
Stalin and then decided not to 
Send aim se-ms to have excited 
our press and the press of other 
countries of the world just as 

much as it did the Soviet press. 

The Soviet press has said that 
it was a sign of our confusion 
ard utter lack of unity. Other 
European newspapers have said 
it was an indication of our for- 
getfulness of the United Nations 
and of our willingness to act by 
ourselves, 

At the present moment our 
unity of action among ourselves 
and among the western democ- 
racies is very important, and 
nothing that is not a firm and 
joint decision should get out to 
the world though the press or 
radio. I am still convinced that 
the President was only trying to 
make a friendly gesture. He is a 
friendly man who cannot help 
having the feeling that if his em- 
issary went to see Stalin some 
way or other pleasanter feelings 
would be the outcome of the 
meeting. He no doubt is con- 
vinced that better understanding 
will bring about a better situation 
between sensible men. 

One might wish that this sim- 
ple logic were correct, but anyone 
who listens to the same accuSsa- 
tions made over and over again 
in our committee by the Soviet 
representatives begins to wonder 
whether we are dealing with sen- 
sible men or whether most of 
them have become such automa- 
tons that they just repeat the les- 
son which has been handed to 
them by a group of policy 
makers.

YESTERDAY MORNING Com- 
mittee Three actually passed arti- 
cle one in very nearly the same 
wording as the draft declaration 
submitted by the human rights 
commission. 

We began on article two and at 
one point we listened to the So- 
viet representative tell us, as 
usual, how completely without dis- 
crimination the governments of 
the Soviet Union are and how 
their constitution insures them 
certain rights and how no one can 
be deprived of-these rights be- 


‘cause the state assures them by 


law. The long speech had very 
little to do with the article we 
were discussing but it afforded a 
Soviet delegate an opportunity for 
his usual attacks on the United 
States and her discrimination 
against the Negro and on the 
United Kingdom for her discrim- 
ination against the colonial 
peoples and on South Africa for 
her discriminations against the 
natives. 

The excuse for all this, as given 
by the White Russian delegate, 


was that several days ago the 
delegate from the United King- 
dom had made an attack on the 
Soviet Government, He just didn’t 
happen to mention, however, that 
the Briton’s attack was made in 
answer to one made against Great 
Britain. Their memories never go 
that far back. 


I suppose these delegates can- 
not be blamed for the things they 
say, because someone must be 
telling them to say them, and 
they either do not realize that the 
effect is not good or it makes no 
difference to them. 

The delegate from South Africa 
protested that the words used by 
the Russian could not be consid- 
ered parliamentary language, but 
he could not have listened to a 
great many of the speeches made 
by Soviet delegates in various 
United Nations bodies or such 
words would be familiar to him.

of one of my colleagues a real 
objection to the idea that anyone 
should not be allowed to speak if 
he felt he had something better 
to contribute than those who al- 
ready had spoken. 

I remembered that someone 
once told me there is nothing more 
indigestible than a speech which 
a man had on his mind and had 
been unable to make. I think that 
I will remember in the future that 
it would be better to appeal to 
one’s colleagues to speak briefly 
but never to suggest that they 
give up their right to speak by 
any advance agreement.

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Fight for Survival on Mountainside 


Injured Airplane Passenger Tells of Excruciating 20 Days Before He Was Found 
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BODY OF MARTIN MITZKUS STARTING ITS HOMEWARD JOURNEY. _ 
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MITZKUS, A MONTANA FARMER, WAS KILLED IN THE CRASH. 


CASPER, Wyo., Oct. 15. 
WENTY days after a small 
T piane hit a down draft and 
crashed in the rocky and 
wooded Deer Creek Range, two 
ground searchers came across the 
burned wreckage of the plane 
and the charred body of one of 
its passengers. Nearby, huddled 
under a pine tree, was another 
body. 

“Look, there’s another 
one of the searchers said. 

Ragged and tattered, bearded 
and gaunt, Marvin Alvey raised 
his head and said jn a hoarse 
croak, “God, am I glad to see you 
guys!” 

The discovery of Marvin Alvey 
climaxed two days of intensive 
searching by air and ground forces 
after word had gone out that two 
Forsyth (Mont.) men were miss- 
ing on the last. leg of a flight 
from Forsyth to Denver, For Al- 
vey, it was an almost miraculous 
escape from death after almost 
three weeks on the 8000-ioot Wyo- 
ming mountainside, during which 
time he hed had only 24 candy 
bars to eat and a few handfuls 
of water to drink. He had lost 
50 pounds during the ordeal. Too 
weak to crawl, he had to lie and 
see the signa] fire he started get 
out of control and burn the dead 
body of his friend, and when one 
searching party passed nearby he 
had been unable to call out and 
attract their attention. 

“What did I think about while 
I was out there?” Alvey said 
later. “I thought mostly about 
being rescued. I thought, and 
hoped, and prayed.” 

The ill-fated adventure of Alvey 
and Martin Mitzkus, a Forsyth 
rancher, who was ranch hand 
Alvey’s friend and employer, be- 
gan Sept. 15, when Mitzkus agreed

to fly Alvey to Denver. Alvey 
had explained that he wanted to 
surprise his mother who was visit- 
ing his brother there. 

The pair completed the first lap 
of their journey and spent the 
night in Casper. Shortly after 8 
a.m. on the warm, sunny morning 
of Sept. 16, the small plane took 
off from the Casper Central air- 
port. The pilot, Mitzkus, failed to 
file a flight plan but mentioned 
to the wife of the operator of the 
field that they were: flying to 
Denver. . 

That day Chester Alvey received 
a telegram, datelined Casper, from 
his brother saying that he was on 
his way. Eighteen days later he 
received a second telegram, this 
time #from Clifford Mitzkus in 
Forsyth, father of the pilot, stat- 
ing tha’ he was worried as to the 
whereabouts of his son. A tragic 
misunderstanding had occurred, 
the Mitzkus family believing that 
the two men had arrived in Den- 
ver, while the Alvey family con- 
cluded that the men had returned 
to Forsyth. Within a few hours 
after the two men had been de- 
clared missing on Oct. 3, the 
search began. 

A C-47 Army plane combed the 
area between Casper and Denver 
that afternoon but darkness 
halted the search. At dawn the 
next morning, two C-47s and a 
B-17 of the Army’s Air Rescue 
Service Command, took off for a 
thorough search. 

“About the middle of the after- 
noon I sighted what I thought was 
a forest fire,” T-Sgt. Paul C. Kru- 
check, who was in one of the 
search planes, explained. 


“We made several passes over 
the area, each time a little lower. 
On one of the passes, I was able 
to look straight down into a clump

Plans were laid to send a 
ground searching party into the 
area, since the presence of what 
appeared to be signal fires gave 
hope that there was life at the 
site of the wreck. A party con- 
Sisting of Deputy Sheriff Ed Gor- 
rell, Under Sheriff Fred Kalber. 
Dr. Allen McLellan, County Cor- 
oner W. L.. Bustard, Highway Pa- 
trolman Ed Collier, and several 
others entered the area on foot 
when they had gone as far as 
roads would permit. Aithough 
darkness hampered their search- 
ing, they continued through the 
maze of pine covered gullies in 
the area, finally stopping from 
fatigue.

T dawn the next morning, the 
A search began again, with fresh 

reserves, including Lt. Lloyd K. 
Moser, pilot of the plane which 
had sighted the wreck, and Dogie 
Steed, a range rider for a nearby 
ranch who was thoroughly ac- 
quainted ‘with the area. The 
searching party started out from 
the Steve Tobin ranch house in 
the vicinity, and with horses, 
made their way into the hills, It 
was about 11 o’clock that morn- 
ing when Under Sheriff Fred 
Kalber and Deputy Sheriff Ed 
Gorell came upon the plane, 
Mitzkus’ body, and Alvey. 

On the way back to Casper in 
an ambulance, Alvey slept only 
30 minutes, then told his rescuers 
the amazing story of the 20 days. 

He had suffered a _ shattered 
ankle as well as an injury over 
his right eye in the crash. His 
legs were scraped where he had 
dragged himself to a stream bed 
for water, to gather wood for the 
signal fires he set.

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Fix It Yourself

S a general rule, few people 
Acver take the time and trouble 

to understand the gutters and 
downspouts around their house. 
This is probably the reason why 
so many people part company 
with these bits of equipment in 
a few years, or vice versa. 

It is important to keep tree 
leaves, birds’ nests and other de- 
bris from collecting in either the 
gutters or downspouts. An ac- 
cumulation of leaves in a gutter 
will, or at least can, absorb 
enough moisture so that the 
weight is too much for the gut- 
ter and it pulls loose. 

Even if this doesn’t happen the 
wet leaves in the gutter will be 
an invitation for either rust or 
rot to get to work. Many down- 
spouts become clogged with leaves 
or nests and so they fail to drain. 
When the water inside freezes, the 
downspout splits and you are out 
a few dollars or so. 

It’s a very good idea to sweep 
out your gutters from time to 
time especially at this season of 
the year when the leaves are fall- 
ing. You can get little wire cages 
to fit over the top of the down- 
spouts that will keep any foreign 
matter from getting into them.

The burning of the plane was 
not the result of the crash but 
the result of signal fires Alvey 
had set by lighting canvas strips 
torn from the covering of the 
plane; one of the fires got out of 
control and burned back to the 
wreckage. 

“I couldn’t stop it because I 
couldn’t walk,” he explained.

The grand-slam contract was 
completely sound, although North- 
South had only twelve cold tricks 
(counting the diamond suit as 
solid). The chance for the thir- 
teenth trick was so good that it 
would have been bad bridge to 
stop at the small-slam level. 

West opened the four of hearts 
and declarer took East’s queen 
with the ace. Then, since a 3-2 
break in trumps would virtually 
assure the contract, South cashed 
the ace and king, but the actual 
4-1 break made him pause, 

Now, two different lines of play 
had to be considered. South could 
try for a heart ruff in dummy, or 
he could try to establish the spade 
suit. The latter plan, however, 
would not succeed unless spades 
broke 3-3, since declarer could af- 
ford to use only one trump for 
ruffing—the other trumps would 
be needed to draw East’s trumps. 

Superficially, it seemed that de- 
clarer could try out the spade 
suit by leading three rounds, and 
if the queen did not fall, coul 
then fall back on the heart-ru 
plan. Closer analysis, however, 
reduced the merit of this idea. 
If East had started with two 
spades and three hearts, he could 
throw a heart on the third round 
of spades and thus dash the hope 
of ruffing the low heart in dummy. 

Although the ruffing out of the 
spade suit would have succeeded, 
South could not be criticized for 
preferring to try for the heart 
ruff. Unfortunately, however, 
this was one case where the “per- 
centages” did not work out—East 
over-ruffed dummy on the third 
round of hearts.

Often Gives 
Ailment Clue

HE color of the skin often 
T ives the physician a clue to 

existing diseases. In cases of 
heart disease, the skin and nails 
develop a bluish color because the 
blood, cells do not contain enough 
oxygen. In a disease of the 
adrenal glands the skin develops 
a dark appearance. “Bronzed dia- 
betes” is the name given to an- 
other disease which causes a dark 
discoloration of the skin and 
sugar in the urine. Various pois- 
onings with chemicals lead to cer- 
tain variations of skin color. In 
carbon mcnoxide (gas from ex- 
haust pipes of automobiles) pois- 
oning the skin is characterized by 
f so-called cherry-red color. To
